H O N D O IN D E PEN D E N T SCHOOL D I S T R I C T . 


In 1904 the town of Hondo incorporated for school purposes. 
This 
incorporation established the metes and bounds of the present school 
adstrict, and consists of twenty-five square miles of territory. 
The land 
embraced in this territory is practically ad agricultural. 
The soil is black 
w axy and chocolate, and produces ab und ant crops. 
The principal crop is 
cotton, though much 
urn and smaller row grains are raised. 
Qui:.- a 
good deal of the farm veork la done by Mexican tenants. 
The land 
owners are living in town to give their children the advantages of a high 
school education. 
The first bond issue of $3,000.00 w as voted in 1904, and a six room 
two stor y brick building was erected with Prof. Honold as Superintendent. 
A second bond issue of $10,000.1*0 was voted in 1909 and a four room 
two atony brick addition was erected. 
Prof. M. R, Nelson w as Superinten­ 
dent during this term . 
Th*' buildings do not conform to the modern type, 
1ut the equipm ent is modern and in keeping with progressive methods of 
education. 
The library consists of 3,000 volumes of reference and other 
hooks, and an extensive selection of bulletins from the U. S. D epartm ent, 
while the science dep artm en t has ample equipm ent fo r physics, general 
science 
physical geography and agriculture. 
The English D epartm ent of 
th e school should have especial mention. 
This is one of the few schools 
in Texa 
which has a four year course in English approved by the State 
I department. 
This dep artm en t gained this destinction through the un ­ 
tiring efforts of Mr. M ayhew M anton 
Miss Irene H enderson followed Mr. 
Man to r and has acquitted herself m agnificently in m aintaining the high 
standard. 
A t p re se n t the school boasts of 
full affiliation 
with the first class
